Goodfellow Was Eclipsed as 
Star Boarder by. His 
Own Noise. 





HE GOT UP TOO EARLY 


Explained It by Saying He 
Was Used to Letting the. 
Cattle Out. 
| 


The late Joseph A. Goodfellow, mem- 
ber of the family after which Goodfel- 
low avenue was named, used to get up 
in the dead of night and shout so loudly 
as to awaken the neighbors, according 
to testimony given in Judge Shields’ 
court Thursday. For putting up with 
this and other peculiarities. a “jury 
decided that his niece, Mrs. Fliza Ren- 
frew, was entitlgd to $7144.35, in addition 
to the $35 a month he paid as board 
during the 10 years he lived at her home, 
4324 West Belle place. 

Goodfellow would explain his midnight 
shouts, it was testified, by saying that : 
he was accustomed as a boy to get up! 
efzriy ana turn out the cattle and pigs 
and that en: occasional commotion in 
ihe house helped him to remember old 
times in moments of loneliness. 

After hearing this, the jury was pre- 
pared for the statement that Goodfellow 
was peculiar in his ways, and that he 
required: -onsiderable more care than 
other pogrders. Mrs. Renfrew, it was 
testified. had -to cook special dishes for 
; him, to tight his pipe and to take long 
walks with him. 

Rnises Question of History. 

Goodfellow, who died in July, 1907, was 
92 vears old, according to Mrs. Renfrew; 
according to other heirs, he was only in 
his e/ghties. The controversy over his 
aze caused an historical question to 
arise in the trial of the case. 

Jolin Rhoadman, a policeman. testified 
that Goodfellow once told him he wat 
tao old to be drafted in 1863. Glendy B. 
Arnold, attorney for Mrs. Renfrew, tried 
to ask the witness whether 45 was not 
the) age limit for the draft. but the 
Court ruled that the policeman would 
heve.no meang of knowing. - 
Deducting notes for $4,680.27, which 
the estate holds against her, Mrs. Ren- 
ifrew. will collect $2,464.08 from the ad- 
ministrator, Joseph S. Goodfellow, who, 
with 12 other heirs, mostly nephews and

the owner of the oldest peacock in the 
world, and the bird is now just as ac- 
tive as ever, despite its 110 years.

GENUS REPORT 


Second Only to Tuberculosis 
in Number of Deaths It 
Has Caused. 


By Agenciatcd Prees. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 27.—Heart disease 
ranked second only to tuberculosis of 
the lungs as the principal cause of death 
during 198 among the employed male 
persons in the United States death-reg- 
istration area, which comprises more 
than half the estimated population of 
the country, according to figures issued 
today by the Census Office. 

The percentage of deaths caused by 
heart disease was 11.9, being highest 
among men employed in domestic and 
personal service during the several age 
periods from 2% to &, but between the 
latter age and 64, greater among men 
engaged in agricultural pursuits than in 
any other of the five classes into which 
the occupations have been divided. The 
percentage of deaths in the different 
classes at the various age periods were: 

From 25 to 34 years—Agricultural] pur- 
suits, 4.6; professional men, 4.9; domes- 
tle and personal service, 5.1; trade and 
transportation, 4.7, and manufacturing 
and mechanical, 4.8, 

From 85 to 4 years—Agricultural pur- 
suits, 7.4; professional men, 7.2; domestic 
and personal service, 83; trade and 
transportation, 8,0, and manufacturing 
and mechanical, 7.2. 

From 47 to 54 years—Agricultural pur- 
suits, 11.9; professional men, 10.8; do- 
mestic and personal service, 12.2; trade 
and transportation, 10.8, and manufac- 
turing and mechanical, 10.7. 

From 5% ta 64 years—Agricultural pur- 
suits, 16.8; professional men, 15.7; do- 

mestic and personal service, 14.7; trade 
and transportation, 15.0, and manufactur- 
ing and mechanical, 15.0.

OF VICTORIA, BC 


Troops Turn Out. to Aid 
Firemen in Controlling 
Crowds and Flames. 


BOATS ARE DESTROYED 


Firebrands Blown Over Har- 
bor—Many Persons Have 
Thrilling Escapes. 





By Associated Press. 

VICTORIA, B. C., Oct. 27.—Fire, 
which started last night and burned 
with unabated fury until long afte: 
midnight, swept the heart of the city’s 
business section, wiping out several of 
the finest buildings and inflicting a loss 
rougly estimated at $2,000,000. © 

Huge brands floated on the high 
wind, which swept toward the water 
front, and it was with great difficulty 
that the firemen, aided by the militia 
in the garrison at Work Point Barracks, 
kept the flames from sweeping a broa:l 
path to the water’s edge. Many blazing 
embers were carried out over the wa- 
‘er, endangering the shipping in the 
harbor. Several unpretected pleasure 
yachts caught fre and burned like float- 
ing beacons In the bay. 

The fire started shortly after 10° 
o’clock in the department store of 
David Spencer &@ Co., Limited, one of 
the largest retail establishments in Vic- 
toria. Fanned by a high wind, the 
flames spread with alarming rapidity. 
The reecntly organized fire brigade 
found itself unable to cope with ths 
conflagration and the troops were called 
out. The seldiers not only aided in 
nadine order among the frightened, 
half-clad crowds, but manned the fira 
apparatus and helped the fire brigade 
combat the flames, 

Hotel Was + Threatened. 

Among the buildings burned were the 
Times office, and the Five Sisters’ 
building, a five-story office block. The 
five-story Pemberton Building and the 
Driard Hotel were threatened, but both 
were saved. The hots! however, was 
badly scorched, sustaining a loss of 
$10,000. All the guests were turned into 
the streets, many of them leaving with- 
out stopping to save their effects.

Revived ‘by Stimulants After 
Three Days, Fights to Stay 
on Schooner. 





IS TOWED INTO PORT 





Says Sailors Were Frantic to 
Escape After Their Experi- 
ence in a Storm. 





Bpecial to the Post-Dispatch. 
GALVESTON, Tex., Oct. 27.—Capt. E. 


E. Walls of the lumber schooner Hollis- 
wood, owned by Pendleton Bros. of New 
York, and bound for New York from 
New Orleans, with 812,000 feet of cy- 


press lumber, was brought into port 
Wednesday afternoon by the steamship 
Parkwood, Capt. Falconer, Trinidad to 
Galveston. The Parkwood found the 
derelict with its lone sailor off 
Campechy coast and the old man, more 
dead than alive, fought to remain with 
the dismantled schooner after he had 
been revived with stithulants. 

The Holliswood was found at noon on 
Thursday, Cct. 20, and for three days 
and nights Capt. Walls, who is 55 years 
old, had eaten nothing and drank only 
salt water. 

“It was hell during the hurricane 
which we fought for nearly four days 
from Friday, Oct. 14, to Monday, Oct. 
17, when the steamship Harold took off 
my seven men and dog,’’ said Capt. 
Walls, ‘“‘but it was worse than hell for 
me to be tossed about like a cork for 
three days and nights yntil the Park- 
wood picked me up on Thursday, Oct. 
2, at noon. I was unconscious when 
they found me and I thought I had been 
adrift a month. 

“I stuck to the schooner because I be- 
lieved she would pull through, and I 
won. It was cruel to leave me without 
food or fresh water, but those seven 
men were frantic to get aboard the Har- 
old and the master of. her would not 
take my schooner, so I stayed with her. 

At the Hurricane’s Mercy. 

“It was 3 o’clock Friday afternoon, 
Oct. 14, when the hurricane struck 
us west of Tortugas, and in a short 
time the three spars were broken 
and the skys gave way and we iost 
our masts. The rudder went next, 
and then the sea and wind pounded 
us for three days and the 110,000 feet 
cf lumber above-deck was swept 
eway, and with it part of the rail 
and house. But I figured the lumber 
cargo would hold until the Hollis- 
wood went to pieces, and on this 
score I simply took a chance. 

“No, I did not send a letter to my 
wife in Hollowell, because the Har- 
old and my crew were too confound- 
ed anxious to get away. I begged 
the mate to wait a minute until I 
could scratch a few lines tm my 
wife, but when I came up from be- 
low with the note the Harold had 
pulled away. 
to the owners, merely, telling them 
the schooner had ben badly damaged 
and part of the cargo gone, but that 
I would stick to her until she sank or 
help. arrived. I flew the distress 
signal] and the Parkwood picked me 
up. Of course the others calculated 
the schooner would sink in about a 
day and I wouldn’t need any food.” ° 

“I did not want to tow the schooner 
and 700,000 feet of lumber for a 
week, but the old man wouldn't 
leave her, so we undertook the task. 
J never thought he would live, but 
te is all right,” said Capt. Falconer 
of the Parkwood.

HIS STORY IS DENIED 


Tony Schuler and Friend 
Say They Were Going 
Very Slowly. 


Standing on the running board of 
an automobiie, Patrolman Stinger did 
an involuntary disrobing act, accord- 
ing to his testimony in the Clark 
Avenue Police Court Thursday as 
principal witness against Tony Schul- 
er. ‘son. of Joseph Schuler, political 
toss of the Fifth Ward. 

Schuler protested that Stinger only 
thought he was going so fast that 
he couldn’t keep his clothes on. 
Stinger retorted that having once! 
been.an automobile policeman, he 
knew what speeding was when he 
saw it. 

According to Stinger’s testimony, 
he was standing in front of the Olym- 
pic Theater Wednesday: night when 
a machine in which were Schuler and 
John M. Ready came north on Broad- 
way at 35 miles an hour. 

Stinger halted it and told Schuler and 
Ready that they were under arrest. 

“I’m going to take you to headquar- 
ters,”’ said Stinger. 

‘“‘There’s no place for you to sit,” re- 
plied Schuler. 

“O, that’s all right; I'll stand on the 
running board.” 

“Very well, then,” said Ready, who 
was at the wheel. “I'll give you the ride 
of your life.’’ 

Had Ride of His Life. ’ 

“And they did,’’ testified Stinger. ‘‘In 
the seven blocks bétween Broadway and 
headquarters they hit all the high places 
at a speed of not less than # miles an 
hour. At Eighth etreet they were going 
so fast that my raincoat cape flew off. 
At Bighth street I lost my night~ stick. 
If we'd gone a few blocks further I 
wouldn't have had anything on.” 

Stinger. testified rhat when. they 
reached headquarters Schuler became 
abusive and threatened to have Stinger 
and Desk Sergeant Jeans dismissed from 
the force. His langu , Stinger said, 
was so offensive that he was arrested 
for creating a disturbance in a public 
place. 

Schuler’s testimony was entirely dif- 
ferent and it was corroborated by Thom- 
as Freeland, a clerk at police head- 
quarters, who said that he didn’t hear 
Schuler use improper language. 

Not Going So Fast. 

“We weren’t going fast at ali,” 
Schuler said. ““We gave Stinger a nice 
ride to the station and,were kind 
enough to stop so he could pick up his 
clothes and club. We weren't going 
more than six or seven miles an hour 
when he arrested us. I admit that 1 
became angry at the station because I 
couldn’t see why my friend was ar- 
rested.”’ 

Judge Tracy fined Schuler $10 for 
peace disturbance and fined Ready the 
same amount for speeding.

The physician not being 
at the founteain-head of the lymph manufac- 
turihg enterprise, has to take the alleged pur- 
ity of the stuff on trust, as it cannot be veri- 
fied by atialysis. What doctors are doing when 
they inoculate “pure calf lymph” into the 
healthy human body they do not know, nor 
does anyone know. The original source, the 
nature and composition of the stuff used are 
involved in impenetrable obscurity.

It may be said in his behalf that he did not 


might call “confession and avoidance.” It may 
be said that he intended only to promise that if 
elected to the Senate, he would cease all at- 
tempts to accumulate a larger fortune than he 
has already and devote himself wholly to 
politics. - 

Assuming this, it {fs still pertinent to ask 
why he‘should not retire from politics’ rather 
than make the probably unsuccessful attempt 
to divert his mind from the aethods of a sys- 
tem to which he is now devoted by the habits of 
30 years or more. 

He is on: of the magnates of this system. 
His srccess has helped to extend it until as a 
system of speculation im fictitious values, it af- 
fects every family in Missouri and in every other 
State. Dealing systematicslly in fictitious val- 
ues in grain and in stocks might be minimized 
as an evil; it might be reduced to the economic 
level of ordinary games of chance, but for its 
connection with politics and the attempts to 
control politics throvreh the use of th great 
fortunes thus easily and quickly accumulate@. 
+: We have the worst evils of this system whe" 
the attempt {@ made to use the power of the 
Government for controlling the money market in 
speculative ways for syeculative purpoges. It 
is notorious that in dealing in fictitious values 
of Wall gtreet, the great magnates of the sys- 
tem have striven to control and have controlled 
the money market for their own purposes 
through the influence of their money in control- 
ing the Government, 

The very worst of the system is the use 
made in politics of great amounts of money, not 
earned through production, but gained quickly 
and easily through knowledge of the specula- 
tive “market” in which what is marketed is 
converted from the fiction of value into unearned 
money, made “on the turn of the market.’ 

No matter how large the fortune Mr. Francis 
has already accumulated as one of the magnates 
of this system, he might increase it during the 
rest of his life, and if it were not used directly 
or indirectly in politics, it would be much less 
a menace to public and private rights than the 
presence in the United States Senate of another 
representative of the system. 

Mr. Francis may feel rich enough to retire 
from money-making without sacrifice. It might 
seem a great sacrifice to him to retire from 
politics at a time when his accumulations of 
money seem to offer opportunities on the “turn” 
in politics as great as hig most notable successes 
on the turn of the market. Yet under the logic 
of all his success of the past, it is his re- 
tirement from politics rather than from con- 
nection with his own system, which is now 
urgently demanded. 

Aside from all questions of morals involved 
by the rapid accumulation of money through 
the speculative markets, it is now generally 
recognized that this system has passed the dan- 
ger point and that it must be checked and forced 
back within bounds. If this popular demand 
fails, it will be defeated only in the United 
States Senate where Mr. Francis ought not to 
sit as judge of his own cause.

What is it then—emperor 
or merely~ dictator? 
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GOV. HADLEY’S ABSURD CHALLENGE. 

Gov. Hadley has challenged Champ Clark to 
“name a single Republican leader today who dis- 
sents from the Republican platform of 1908.” 

It is a sophistical question. It is not the tariff 
plank in the 1908 platform that has caused the 
disturbance within the Republican ranks. It is 
the manner in which the promise it contained has 
been redeemed. Once a party has performed a 
promisé, recurrence to the promise as the mat- 
ter paramount to the performance is absurd. Re- 
pudiation of the performance is not at all con- 
sonant with indorsement of the promise.

TELLS LIFE’S STORY 











Did Not Believe He Would 
Be Given a Fair Trial in 
His State Again. 
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Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Oct. 27.—Caleb 
Powers gave to a newspaper friend here 
today what perhaps ig nearer his per- 
sonal version of his troubles and 
triumphs than anything that has ever 
been published, in fact that was what 
it was intended to be. 

This is the first statement made by 
Powers since he defeated Don C. Ed- 
wards, the present Republican Congress- 
man from the: Eleventh Kentucky Dis- 
trict for the nomination of his party in 
the next contest by approximately 10,- 
000 majority and is the first statement 
of personal nature given out by him 
since his release from prison. 

When Powers was told exactly what 
Sort of a statement was wanted by him,

man, dismiss*even the suspicion. I did 
not. I freely confess that I had made up 
my mind to go to any extremes to hold 
my office short of physical violence and 
murder, but as for murder, that never 
entered my mind or designs. 

“It was about this way,” continued 
Powers. “I was an ambitious boy and 
a day dreamer. As I turned the sod on 
the old Kentucky hills, I read at night 
and dreamed of the day when I should 
sit in one of the big leather chairs at 
the State House. From plowboy to coun- 
try school teacher and then to the 
office of Secretary of State, I made my 
way. I reached the State House as Sec- 
retary of State much earlier than [ had 
expected to and naturally was elated. 


Resolved to Fight Conspiracy. 
The first thing that confronted me 


when I reached the State House was a 
conspiracy to rob me of the high post- 
tion my people had given me and I made 
up my mind to fight to the death before 
1 would surrender my rights and the 
trust placed in my hands by my people. 
Mind you again, I had no idea of at- 
tacking anyone; I simply intended to 
stand on my rights and die if necessary 
at my post of duty. 

“That was my temper and my purpose, 
to fight to the last ditch for my rights 
when Goebel was killed. But his assas- 
sination was as much a surprise to me 
as to anybody. 

‘As to the pardon I accepted from 
Gov. Willson, I will tell you right now 
that that was the hardest thing I‘evet 
had to do in my life. Many times as | 
lay in my cell, cut off from God's sun- 
light, from liberty, the ambitiousness of 
my youth and the possibility of useful- 
ness to society, I determined that I 
would lie there and rot before I would 
acoept the pardon Gov, Willson was 
ready to hand me. Finally the knowl- 
edge of my tnnocence bore down upon 
me, and then the temptations of all the 
things that lay outside the prison bars 
appealed to me and the opportunity to 
vindicate myself before the world and 
my accusers overcame me and I ac- 
cepted the pardon. 

Wanted to Vindicate Governor. 

“Again, I figured that I had been tried 
and retried and been convicted. I had 
another trial coming to me, but it was 
to take place in Owen, a strong Demo- 
cratic county, and I knew that I had no 
chance on earth there, In fact, I had 
reached the conclusion that every man 
in Kentucky had already made up his 
mind whether or not Caleb Powers was 
guilty and that ne such thing as an im- 
partial jury was possible tn the State, 
Therefore there was nothing for me te 
do, innocent as' I was, but to ret my 
days out in prison, hang or accept the 
pardon, 

“The point has been made that I 
ought not to offer myself for Congress 
so early after my pardon, That is, and 
always will be, a matter of individual 
opinion, I run not so much to vindicate 
myself as I did to vindicate Gov, Will- 
gon for the pardon he gave me, As l 
looked at it, I was compelled to do this, 
and new that the Geverner’s act has 
been indorsed by the peeple, I am satis- 
fied. I am going to Congress, prove my- 
self a man and a patriet, and haope to 
God that net enly the peeple of the Elev-

Fogel had denied the deal for four 
Cincinnati players in exchange for 
four of his own men, a deal arranged 
by Manager Dooin. The consequences 
of the denial are, at present: 

Formal resignation of “Red” Charles 
Dooin, handed in to President Fogel. 

Refusal of President Herrmann of 
the Cincinnati Club to call off the 
deal, together with his telegraphic 
announcement that he will send the 
men contracts. 

-Request by President Fogel that 
President Lynch of the National 
League, and a member with Herrmann 
ef the National Commission, be asked 
to interfere to prevent the Cincin- 
mati club from tampering with hir 
players. 

Refusal of President Fogel to re- 
vorse his decision not to abide by the 
trade made -by Manager .Dooin. 

Herrmann started the ball rolling 
this morning when he wired Fogel 
that title to the services of Grant, 
McQuillen, Moren and Bates rested in 
the Cincinnati club by virtue of a deal 
made with Manager Dooin, and that 
he expected to mail the men con- 
tracts, just as he would to all his 
other players. 

Herrmann had acted immediately on 
receipt. of a telegram from Fogel, 
which was couched in defiant terms, and 
to which a reply of equal warth was 
sent. 

These messages showed that the at- 
tempt of the Philadelphia man to call 
eff the deal by which the four Eastern 
players were to, be exchanged for Lo- 
bert, Paskert, Beebe and Rowan of 
Cincinnati is destined to result in an ap- 
peal to the National Commission and 
one of the bitterest controversies to 
which organized baseball has been sub- 
mitted for some years. 

President Fogel’s message today reads 
as follows:

Fogel Wires Lynch

local management.

President Herrmann, read: 

Our decision is also final. We 
hold that the agreement between 
Managers Griffith and Dooin is bind- 
ing and it is not for the Philadelphia 
club alone to determine whether the 
agreement is void and has no legal 
standing in baseball, This ‘will be 
submitted to the proper authorities at 
the proper time. We contend that 
title to McQuillen, Moren, Bates and 
Grant now is vested in the Cincinnati 
-club and we will enter into negotia- 
tions with all of them for their 
services for next year and assume all 
responsibilities in connection there- 
with. 

Immediately after sending this dis- 
patch, Herrmann told his office em- 
ployes to search the files for the ad- 
dresses of the players. He dictated let- 





ters to the men and prepared contracts 
for their signatures.

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 27.—Charles 8S. 
Dooin, the playing manager of the 
Philadelphia National League, informed

Mr. Fogel said he has not seen 
Dooin since the latter returned from 
Chicago. “I have been waiting in 
this office several days to see him,” 
suld Mr. Fogel. “He did not even 
notify me that he had put through 
the Cincinnati deal.”’ 

President Fogel says he feels he 
can make a better trade than the one 
PDooin tried to put through. Since 
the present controversy arose, he 
said, he has received telegrams from 
three other National League clubs 
asking him to hold up the Cincinnati 
deal as they had something better to 
cffer. 

Asked if President Murphy of the 
Chicago club had requested him to 
rold up the deal: or was interested 
in the exchange of players, Mr. Fogel 
said such reports were absolutely 
untrue.

Golfing World 
Loses Star When 
Anderson Dies 








Both the professional and the ama- 
teur golfing worlds suffered a severe 
loss with the death, on Oct. 25, of Wil- 
lie Anderson. He has been holding a 
position for the past year as profes- 
sional instructor at the Philadelphia 
Cricket Club. Anderson was formerly 
instructor at the St. Louis Country 
Club and he had the reputation of being 
one of the best teachers in the country. 
Aside from the loss to those whom he 
was instructing, he will be greatly 
missed in the professional world to 
which he gave much tone. He held in- 
numerable records and titles and stood 
at the time of his death peerless in 
the golfing annals of this country. 

In September, 1909, he took the West- 
ern open title in the tournament at the 
Skokie Country Club, Glencoe, Ill. That 
was the fourth time he had claimed that 
event, and he turned in the remarkable 
score of 288 for 72 holes, the best re- 
corded score in an open tournament 
ever made in America over an 18-hole 
course Of over 6000 yards length. 

He also won the National open four 
times. His professional record of 32 
strokes for nine holes at the Burlingame 
Country Club stands next to the low 
record of America. His best record for 
18 holes, 68, was made at the Palm 
Beach Golf Club. He left the St. Louis 
Country Club in the fall of 1907 to take 
a position with the Philadelphia Cricket 
Club. 

Before taking up his professional 
duties there he spent the winter in 
Florida and then in the spring of 1908 
he started in at the Cricket Club, where 
he has been ever since.

That the dividends of the corporation 
are secure is evident from the fact that 
after all deductions including’ sinking 
funds, depreciation, interest, and dividends 
on the preferred stock, there remains a 
surplus of $17,421,844 available for divi- 
dends on the common or : per cent. 
This brings the surplus available for com- 
mon dividends for the first three-quarters 
of the current year up to approximately 
11 l-2 per cent. In other words, the Steel 
Corporations has not completed its year 
by three months, and yet shows a surplus 
available for the common 61-2 per cent 
in excese of the required. 5 per cent. 

One of the favorable features of the 
statement is the monthly earnings. Ags 
an example they were $12,132,188 in July, 
$13,182,755 in August and $12, 100,000 in 
September.

Federal Courts Right to 
Enforce State Law. 


OTHERS ARE RUNNING 


Many Not ‘damed in Proceed- 
ings Are Open and Are Do- 
ing Thriving Business. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
MEMPHIS, Tenn., Oct. 27—When the 


hearing of the temporary injunction 
against 114 Memphis saloons was called 
before Judge John E. McCall in the 
United States District Court this morn- 
ing, the defendants presented a demur- 
rer of 15 counts and arguments were be- 
gun before a crowded «audience. 

In order to get the case into the Fed- 


eral Court the 4 membe..J of the Law 
Enforcement League, who.as individuals 
filed the petition for injunction lest Sat- 
urday, alleged that they were, denied the 
equal protection of law guaranteed un- 
der the fourteenth amendment to the 
Constitution. The demurrer aitacks this 
contention strongly.. The demurrer de- 
nies the right of any court of .equity 
to consider such a case and especially 
denies the jurisdiction of.a Federal! 
Court of Equity to attempt to enforce a 
state criminal law. 

The demurrer states that the petition- 
ers have failed to show any persona! 
specific loss or damage which would be 
necessary to get such a case into any 
court of equity. Attorney Walter §8. 
Jones, for the petitioners, esked a. con- 
tinuance of two days in order that a 
firm of attorneys recently employed. to 
assist him could familiarize themselves 
with the case. 


Continvance Refuased. 


Counse] for the defendants agreed .to 
a delay if the injunction was lifti< 
meanwhile. The Court refused a cor: 
tinuance. Attarney Caruthers Ewing uf 
the defendants, began an argument in 
It-is not believed 
that the arguments wil be concluded 
before night. 

The temporary injunction closing 714 
saloons in Memphis is being obeved 1+ 
the defendants. About twenty allege 
violations have heen detected, accord- 
ing to officials of the Law Enforce 
ment League, and citations for cor.- 
tempt will be asked against these se- 
lconists from United States District 
Judge McCall. 

The saloons not named in the injunc- 
tion are running as usual. According to 
State officers, there are about seven 
hundred and fifty in the city... Those 
closed are on prominent streets in the 
business district, but many downtovrn 
were not named, and are doing a thrtv- 
ing business.
